PROMPT PAY 

(A Rippling Rhyme by Walt Mason in The Times.) 

A man runs up a little bill, and when it’s due he pays it; he 
coughs up for the merchant’s till, and no excuse delays it. 
Unlike the deadbeats and the bums, he makes a proper 
showing; the merchants bless him when he comes, and 
praise him when he’s going. This man, in season, meets re¬ 
verse, as all men strike disaster; and then when empty is his 
purse, and hard luck is his master, the dealers say, “Buy all 
you wish, until your luck grows stable; we’ll gladly trust a 
’llyin. odds fish, who pays up when he’s able.” Another man 
runs up a bill, he keeps it climbing steady; when asked to 
pay, he says, “I will, when I get good and ready.” Though 
he has roubles in his belt, and other roubles handy, he’d 
rather lose his freckled pelt than pay up like a dandy. And 
when misfortune dogs his feet and want has badly frayed 
him, and he has but his hat to eat, the merchants will not 
aid him. If you are building in your town a bad pay reputa¬ 
tion, some day that rep will knock you down, and hurt like 
all creation. 


WHY WE VOTE FOR ELECTORS. 

Chances of a split electoral ticket in California have given 
rise to discussion of thead visability of a direct popular vote 
on the presidency. The electoral college seems to some to be 
an antiquated and useless piece of machinery. They vvouid 
abolish it in the interest of simplicity, and as a means of 
bringing the election of the president closer to the people. 

There are valid arguments both for and against such a 
proposal. The electoral college is a part of the elaborate 
system of checks and balances divised by the framers of the 
constitution. It is in conformity with the idea which caused 
the formation of two houses of congress, representatives to 
be chosen strictly according to population, and senators as¬ 
signed two to each state so that the small states would not 
be too greatly overshadowed by the populous states. 

In the electoral college each state has as many members as 
it has of both houses of congress. They are chosen by 
plurality vote of the state. States like the “solid south,” 
which give overwhelming majorities for one or the other 
party, do not carry more weight than states having the 
same number of electors who are chosen by a very close 
margin. Thirteen electors from California with a margin 
ot 3500 votes carry the same weight as the same number 
of electors from one of the Southern states backed by a 
majority of 60,000. In this way the system tends to operate 
against sectional control by reducing the influence of heredi¬ 
tary partisanship. 

One weakness of the electoral system is the personal fac¬ 
tor in the list of electors, the most frequent cause of split 
tickets in close states. Voters with a grudge against some 
particular elector or being unwilling, for instance, to vote 
for a woman under any circumstances, will vote for only a 
portion o fthe electors of tse party of their choice, and pos¬ 
sibly for one or more electors of another party. Thus they 
cast a fractional vote for their presidential choice. The re¬ 
sulting variation in the vote on party electors sometimes 
puts the lowest on the list of the winning party below the 
highest on the list of another party and results in the state 
electoral delegation being divided. In reality the presi¬ 
dential choice of the voters of that state is best represented 
by the highest vote received by the electors of each party. 

Consideration of these phases of the electoral system 
lends force to the suggestion that while the voting should 
still be by states, the voter should express his choice directly 
on the presidency, without the names of electors appearing 
on the ballot.

W e expect him to give us a free sendoil every now and 
then, whether we deserve it or not. 

ii we should steal a dock of sheep, he must not mention 
tiie fact, but if our neighbor does some little thing he ought 
not, why, he must be shown up, or we will stop our paper 
and refuse to pay the back subscription. So there! 

Vv e expect the editor to light our buttles, champion our 
cause, boost our business, and advertise our families, cover 
up our deviltry, for the splendid sum of 3 cents a week. 
(Some ol us are worse than ‘‘that, as we do not even sub¬ 
scribe ior the paper, let aione advertise our wares.) 

The man who cannot alford lo take his local paper can’t 
afiord to exist, and the man who can t alford to advertise 
can’t alford to remain in business. 

No mail does as much ior the public on as small pay as 
the editor ol a country newspaper. 

A dead newspaper means a dead town, and it is unrea¬ 
sonable to expect a live paper unless you support it. If your 
paper is no good, the chances are you are no good, and the 
tiling for you lo do is to quit dreamng, brace up, wake up, 
gnger up, tumble up—any way lo get up. 

Start something, and the surest way to do that is to ad¬ 
vertise. 

Use printer’s ink generously, systematically and persis¬ 
tently. You owe yourself, your business, your town and 
your newspaper to load it down with readable, truthful, at¬ 
tractive and catchy ads. 

No man on eai tii comes nearer giving value received for 
every dollar paid him than the local editor does. 

People in general road tue advertisements just as eagerly 
as tiiey do the locals, ami if they fail to find your business 
advertised, they conclude, with good reason, that you’re tail¬ 
ing down, losing your grip, going to seed, and people m gen¬ 
eral don't care to do business with that kind of a man. 

'w'hat country towns need more than all else is harmony, 
unity, a policy ol “live and let live,” to get together and to 
stay together; to be less selfish, less envious, to broaden out 
a bit, to be business friends—and your local paper is your 
best friend.
